UTIEREAS,    By  Resolution  No.  . 244-70,    Lhis  feoard  of  Supervisors  en- 
dorsed  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,   Highway  and  Transportation  District's 
efforts   to  provide  improved-  public   transit  in  the  Golden  Gate  Corridor 
a  nd 

MIEREAS,   The  District  has  moved  forward  with  a  modern  bus  transit 
system  for  the  Corridor  which  will  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of  this 
year;  and 

UIIEREAS ,   The  District   is  now  operating  a  ferry  service  bet\<7een 
Sausalito  and  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  District,   at  the  request  of  the  State  Legislature, 
and  with  the  encouragement  of   this   Board  of  Supervisors,    is  developing 
a  long-range  plan  for  improved   transit  in  the  Corridor;  and 

WHEREAS,    In  order  to  insure  that  the  long-range  plan  is   the  best 
possible  for  the  Corridor;  and 

WHEREAS,   The  Streets  and  Transportation  Committee  recently  held
